IN HYDE PARK. 


A Demonstration in Favor of the 
Released Irish Prisoners. 


The Pacific Tone of Bismarck’s 
Well Speech Received. 


Court Festivities to Celebrate the Prince of 
Wales’ Silver Wedding—Parliamentary 
Activity—Gen, Boulanger Cheered by a 
Theater Audience—A French Reprisal 
Against Austria—Delayed Mails in Can- 
ada—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 7.—The demonstration in 
London in honor of the released Irish pris- 
oners, at Hyde Park next Monday is likely to 
be an imposing affair. No hall large enough 
to hold the meeting could be obtained in Lon- 
don, some lurger buildings, such as the 
Albert’s Hall, not being available for political 
gatherings, others including the Royal 
Aquarium and Her Majesty’s Theater were 
refused because the owners disapproved of 
home rule. The Liberals, in fact, are very 
badly off for accommodation of this kind and 
talk of erecting a building specially. The 
Tories never find any such difficulty and gen- 
erally hold their meetings in St. James Hau 
or Her Majesty's Theater. O’Brien 
has decided not to be present 
at the demonstration. He is still iil and will 
remain in the South of France untilthe open- 
ing of Parliament, when he will return in time 
to take part in the discussion on the address. 
The heroes of the hour, therefore, will be 
ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan and Healy, 
sup posing the latter is released next 
Saturday as is believed. Hooper will be still 
under lock and key, also Patrick O’Brien and 
other Irish members. 

WALES’ SILVER WEDDING. 

While this state of things is prevailing in 
Ireland, Londoners are to be treated to fresh 
court festivities. This time it is the silver 
wedding of the Prince of Wales, which takes 
place March 10. Already presents are 
flowing in at Marlborough House. There are 
always plenty of people inthis country ready 
to give to those who do not want. On the day 
before the celebration the Queen will holda 
drawing-room at Buckingham Palace to be 
called the silver wedding drawing-room.’’ 

PARLIAMENTARY ACTIVITY. 

Signs of Parliamentary activity are already 
seen. The arrangements for. moving and geo- 
onding the address are all completed. One 
member, Capt. Cotton, will brings forward a 
motion to abolish this idle formality with its 
temptations to garrulous members to waste 
days discussing every subject under the 
sun, but superstitions die hard in 
England and he is not likely to 
be successful. The first important 
business will be A motion by 
Sir Charies Russell, on the action of the 
police at Trafalgar Square. It is not unlikely 
the present session will witness the carrying 
of the bill establishing a Court of Criminal Ap- 
peal. Ata conference held.yesterday a num- 
ber of members of Parliament expressed their 
approval of such a measure. The present sys- 
tem is absurd. The man Bowles, for instance, 
convicted the other day on the merest sus- 
picion of poisioning his wife, was respited at 
the last moment and sentto penal servitude. 
It is justly argued that if guilty he deserves 
to be hanged, andif innocent he should 
be discharged. A bill will also be introduced 
to amend the merchandise marks act which, 
as Ihave informed you, operates injuriously 
totrade. The London Chamber of Commerce 
will hold a meeting Wednesday to consider the 
subject.

Bismarck’s Speech. 


BERLIN, February 7.—The North German 
Gazette says that yesterday’s manifestation in 
the Reichstag reflects not only the agreement 
of the whole German people with Prince Bis- 
marck’s policy, but it also testifies to the 
unity and strength with which they are ready 
in every way to accomplish their task and act 
as guardians of the peace. 

GUIDING STAR OF THE GERMAN POLICY. 

The National Zeitung says: ‘‘Prince Bis- 
marck’s declarations against every aggressive 
war are and will remain the permanent guid- 
ing star of the German policy. Prince Bis- 
marck in acquainting the Germans with the 
idea of accustoming themselves to bearing 
heavy military charges, as a fundamental con- 
dition of our position, has freed the nation 
from a state of mind which paralyzed its 
economic life.’’ 

A GOLDEN BRIDGE FOR PEACE. 

The Vossische Zeitung says it is impossible 
to build up a golden bridge for peace in a more 
friendly manner than Prince Bismarck did in 
his spe ch yesterday. 

A LOVE FOR PEACE. 

The Tagblatt says Prince Bismarck’s review 
of historical events displayed a love for peace 
carried to its furthest limits, which is only 
permissible to a state of feeling which is itself 
strong. 

LIVING IN NATIONAL STRENGTH. 

The Deutsches Tagblatt says that no Ger- 
man ever appreciated the value of the spirit 
of living in national strength as Prince Bis- 
marck showed that be did. 

AN EXCELLENT IMPRESSION. 

St. PeterspurG, February 7.—In political 
and official circles here it is believed that the 
profoundly pacific tone of Prince Bismarck’s 
speech in the German Reichstag yesterday, 
which agrees with Russia’s aspirations, will 
produce an excellent and trandulllising im- 
pression everywhere. 

A MASTERPIECE. 

The Novoe Vremya says: The speech was 
a masterpiece. Prince Bismarck was calm, 
self-reliantand perhaps sincere throughout, 
and his speech was undoubtedly pacific in 
tone. The speech waswell delivered. The 
statements contained in it were too clear to 
deserve hostile criticism. The attack on the 
Russian press could equally have been ad- 
dressed to the German and Austrian press. 
The other passages in the speech are such that 


them. The peroration, ‘was especially full of 
deep feeling.’’ — 
THE FRENCH PRESS. 

Pan, February 7.—The leading organs, in- 
eluding the Journal des Debats, La Paix and 
Le Siecle, credit Prince Bismarck with pacific 
intentions. They say that his speech will 
make a favorable impression in Europe, de- 
spite certain reservations. The Siecle says 
that France only followed Germany’s exam- 
ple and strengthened herself in order to be 
prepared in case of need. The Radical papers 
demand that France enter into a defensive al- 
liance against ‘‘the unscrupulous Teuton.’’ 

**¥YIVE BOULANGER!’’ vv RUSSE!’’ 

Gen. Boulanger attended the Chatelet Thea- 
ter last night. He received an ovation and 
was greeted with cries of Vive Boulanger!“ 
and Vive Russe!“ from the people, both in 
the theater and the streets. 

CRITICISED. 

Bopa-PrestH, February 7.—Some of the 
journals here criticise the reference in 
Prince Bismarck’s speech to Bulgaria. Well- 
informed persons believe that Prince Bis- 
marck’s views in regard to that country coin- 
cides with those of Austria. The. speech is re- 
garded as a corroboration of the impression: 
that the Austro-German treaty was published 
with a peaceful intention. An ending of the 
unsatisfactory situation of European affairs is 
confidently expected. 

A SIGNIFICANT DEMONSTRATION. 

Bupa-PrstH, February 7.—A banquet was 
given at the National Casino last evening at 
which many of the Cabinet Ministers were 
present. A toast to Count Andrassy gave rise 
to a most significant demonstration, a reter - 
ence to his part in effecting the Austro— 
German alliance being received with loud and 
long continued applause.

HOWELL OSBORN, 


A Young New York Financier Taking Mat- 
ters Easy at Monte Carlo. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lempon, Februury 7.—W hile New York cred- 
tors are whistiing for Howell Osborn, that 
gay and alert young man is at Monte Carlo, 
living in modest lodgings and occasionally 
trying his luck at the gaming tables. An old 
Wall street associate of Osborn, who arrived 
from Monte Carlo yesterday met him there. 
‘*I did not recognize him at first,’’ said the 
broker. ‘‘He was completely shornof the 
mustache which in former days was the object 
ofsuch ‘care and tender solicitude. His hair 
was close-cropped and I could not help saying 
when he made himself known to me: 
‘Why, Osborne, you look as if 
you had just come out of 
Sing Sing!’ ‘Matter is not quite so bad as 
that, he replied, laughingly, ‘but I believe 
that my changed appearance has saved me 
from becoming a lodger in Ludlow Street Jail. 
My hostile friends who are bent on making it 
hot for me in dear old New York, will be sur- 
prised to know that during the past six weeks 
Ihave been in that heated ealdron without 
having a single hair singed.” ‘Do you mean 
to say you have been in New York within the 
last six weeks?’ ‘Fatherand I have touched 
elbows in Wall street with half a dozen men, 
all anxious to pick at the de- 
bris of what was once Howell Os- 
born, the young Napoleon of finance. 
Last year when I was in Frisco I heard of the 
mash up of my affairs. Seeing from afar 
6 impending storm, I determined to clear 
ont for Europe, but not via New York you 
may be sure. Fay Templeton and I came 
East on the Canadian Pacific road and en- 
gaged passage on the steamer from Halifax. 
Then came a hitch, I still had left an income 
of $8,000 a year from my father’s estate. This 
was in danger of being seized, so I determined 
to go to New York and get it. My first work 
was to crop off my mustache. In New Yorkl 
tumbled to the wrinkle tꝰ put adollar away 
for a rainy day. If I had made over the bones 
of my once fat fortune to my mother it could 
be seized on the ground that I had given away 
what did not belong to me, the deed being 
subsequent to my debts. I realized all I could 
on it, however, and made it over to a lawyer 
whom I could trust, who in turn turns it over 
to my mother. Thisis absolutely beyond the 
reach of the law through the mediation of the 
third party and the absence of all legal evi- 
dence to show thatthe money made over to 
my mother by a lawyer is mine.’ :

TBE METROPOLITAN BANK FAILUBE. 


A Sensation Caused by the Arrest of Presi- 
dent Means, 


CINCINNATI, O., February 7.—The silence of 
the tomb prevails at the Metropolitan Bank 
this morning. It is located in a new brown 
stone structure called the United States Build - 
ing, and occupies the western half at the 
southeast corner of Third and Walnut. A 
wide vestibule is used jointly by itand by its 
neighbor in the eastern half of the building, 
the Citizens’ National Bank. This vestibule, 
of course, is open this morning, but the 
door leading from it into the Metropoli- 
tan Bank is closed, and  placarded 
with the announcement that the bank is 
in the hands of the Comptroller of the 


Currency, acting through Mr. Sanders, the 
United States National Bank Examiner. A few 
clerks can be seen through the glass in the 
door, and a single watchman lounges at the 
door of the sumptuous room of the President. 
Small groupe of people enter the vestibule and 
for u moment in the vacated quarters of the 
great bank and read therein a lesson of the 
power of the National Government. All con- 
nected with the bank say this would not have 
happened if the Government had not caused 
the arrest of the ex-Vice-President. It 
is true that the arrest moved 
the other banks to withdraw 
their offers of assistance, [but it may be that 
the Government acted mercifully in diverting 
thelr money from the Metropolitan for the 
charge made in the warrant for Mr. Decamp’s 
arrest does not necessarily cover all that may 
be in possession of the Government. More 
serious charges than certifying to a faise 
statement of the condition of the bank, may 
be brought to the notice of the Grand-jury, 
which, by the way, will begin its sessions in a 
day or two. 

Mr. Decamp had no difficulty in procaring

ARREST OF PRESIDENT MEANS. 

Another sensational feature has been added 
to the Metropolitan Bank suspension. It is 
the arrest of Hon. Wm. Means, the President 
of the bank. The warrant was issued this 
morntug, but was not served in the usual man 
ner out ot regard for Mr. Means. District- 
Attorney Burnet notified him after 12 o’clock 
of the issuance of the writ and arranged 
for Mr. Means to go voluntarily with his 
bondsmen to the Commissioner’s office at 2 
o’clock. With the Fidelity cases fresh in 
mind, and with the proof tbey gave of the re- 
lentless power of the Government, where 
there has been a plain transgression of the 
law, this arrest causes a decided sensation. 
Mr. Means has had a leading a among 
business men for a number of years and has 
been reputed quite wealthy; served a term as 
Mayor when he was elected, not by a party 
vote, but by acombination wbose support was 
acomplinent to theircandidate. To have aman 
of such prominence put in perilof imprison- 
ment causes a profound feeling. There is a 
fairly well authenticated statement that the 
examination of the Dank’s books and papers 
show a gross Violation of the banking law in 
loans to officers and Others connected with the 
bank, very largely in excess of the limit 
allowed by the law to anyone. It is possible 
that this wrong-doing may have been carried 
to such an extent as to imperil the bank’s 
solvency. Atthistimeitis not thought that 
other arrests will be made, but ofthis no one 
can speak with certainty, because there has 
not been time for athorough examination of 
the bank’s affairs.

CITY-COUNSELLOR BELL BEARS OUT THE 
VIEWS OF THE POST-DISPATCH, 


And Says That the Coming Election Will Be 
a General One, and the Summoning of 
the Board of Revision is Authorized by. 
Law—He Knocks Out Cemptroller Camp- 
belland the Democratic Members of the 
Assembly, Who Have Opposed the Purifi- 
cation of the Registration Liste—A Dele- 
gation Appointed to Wait on the National 
Democratic Committee at Washington— 
The Promised Hospitality of the Hen- 
dricks Association—Political Notes. 


When Recorder Williams asked for an ap- 
propriation for a Board of Revision the Demo- 
cratic members of the House of Delegates ro- 
. fused to make it on the ground that according 
to their construction of the law it would not be 
legal. This was made the defense for the 
objection interposed against the clearing of the 
registration books of 9,281 false and erroneous 
registrations, which were entered, and could 
only be erased by a board. Comptroller Camp- 
bell gave it as his opinion that such an ex- 
penditure would be illegal. Delegate Stone, 
who is a lawyer, maintained that the proposed 


Committee accepted his view. To settle 


the question 
City Counsellor, Bell, whose opinion was 
delivered to the Conference Committee this 
afternoon. The opinion takes the last prop 
from under the Democrats who are opposing 
the Recorder in his efforts to clean the regis- 
tration books. The points are concisely given 
in the City Counselor’s opinion. He fully 
bears out the Post-DISPATCH: 

To the Honorable Committee of Conference: 


GENTLEMEN—In your letter of the 6th inst. 
— have asked for my opinion on the follow- 

ng questions: 

I. Is the election to be held on the 28th inst. 
a general municipal election or a special one? 

2. Can the Recorder of Voters lawfully ap- 
point a Board of Revision prior to said elec- 
tion, and will it be legal for the Municipal As- 
sembly to make the appropriation of $1,008 
asked for to pay the expenses of the Board of 
Revision? 

The registration law of March 81, 1883, appli- 
cable to this city, provides for the appoint- 
ment of a Board of Revision before each gen- 
eral State or Municipal election. The office 
of the Board of Revision is to remove from the 
voting- list the names of all persons not en- 
titied to registratiog and to place on said list 
the names ofall persons entitled to registra- 
tion who have been Improperly stricken from 
the list or improperly rejected by the Re- 
corder of Voters of any of his Deputies. The 
board revises the action of the Recorder of 
Voters and isthe only body having authority 
to do 80. 

The election to be held onthe 28th inst. is 
an election at which there are to be submitted 
to the qualified voters two proposed amend- 
ments to the City Charter. he election em- 
braces the entire city and extends to every 
voting precinct, and the subject of the election 
appeals to every voter. In my opinion the 
election is a eneral municipal election, 
within the meaning of that phrase, as em- 
ployed in the registration law, and I so make 
answer to question one. 

It follows thatthe second question must be 
answered in the affirmative, The duty of ap- 
pointing the Board of Revision devolves on 
the Recorder of Voters by section 18 of the act 
of March 81, 1883, and the city is under the 
terms of section 25, required to provide by 
ordinance for the expenses of registration,

The Coal Operators and Miners’ Convention 
in Session at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBERG, Pa., February 7.—The annual 
convention of the Interstate Association of 
Miners and Mine-Owners was called to order at 
Old City Hall, atllo’clock this morning by 
President 8. Yeoman of Indiana. Over four 
hundred delegates, representing 200 pits in the 
States of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Maryland and West Virginia, were present at 
the opening session.

It is understood that 
the majority of the miners are willing to accept 
the old rate, although afew want an advance. 
The meeting developed considerable opposi- 
tion to the Knights of Labor on the part of the 
Indjana operators, who threatened to with- 
dr from the association unless they were 
permitted to control their own mines.

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


BUSINESS MEN WANT IT THROWN OPEN TO 
SETTLEMENT. 


The Big Convention to Be Held in Kansas 
City To-Morrew—Delegates Arriving—A 
Representative Gathering of the South- 
west Assured— Probable Action—Resi- 
dents of the Territory Opposed te the 
Movement, 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., February 7.—The indica- 
tions are that the conference of leading citi- 
zens of the Southwest which begins in Kansas 
City to-morrow will meet the expectation of 
its backers. This conference is to be held 
to consider the question of calling a 
convention to memerialize Congress, 
asking that the necessary laws be enacted to 
open the Indian Territory to white settlers, 
and also to open that section known as No 
Man’s Land’’ to settlement. It is now a 
settled fact that the conference will 
be largely attended, and it is pos- 
sible that it may last two 
days instead of one. Nearly 700 invitations 
were sent out, and from the replies so far re- 
ceived it is believed that 300 dele- 
gates from abroad will be present. 
Many who will not be able to attend 
have written to the committee expressing their 
warmest sympathy in the movement. So far 
only one person to whom an invitation was 
sent has declined to attend the conference on 
account of his opposition to the opening-up 
of the Indian Territory. He is a State 


Senator ot Kansas and thinks the 
Sunflower State would suffer if the 
Territory was thrown open. It is expected 
that many plans for opening the Territory will 
be submitted at the conference, but the 
friends of the enterprise declare that none will 
be entertained that are not founded upon 
law and justness. They say it is not 
the object of the convention to ignore the 
rights of any tribe, but an effort will be made 
to convert the Territory from an unproductive 
into 
A PRODUCTIVE TERRITORY, 

nd make it possible for thousands to find 
within its boundaries a comfortable home. It 
is also desired to have a territorial 
government established and to make of the 
Territory something more than a rendezvous 
for criminals. It should be borge in mind, 
too, that the conference has not 
been called to organize a movement 
avainst Oklahoma. It will not, in any 
sense, be an Oklahoma boom, but it will be a 
conference of business men, who will consider 
what legal step can be taken to remove the 
barriers which are now operating against the 
development of States adjacent to the Terri- 


tory. 

A delegation of fourteen prominent citizens 
of Caldwell, Kan., headed by the Mayor and 
President of the Board of Trade, arrived this 
morning. Others have telegraphed that they 
are en route. Several persons have 
been sent from the Indian Ter- 
ritory to watch the proceedings and report 
the results. They are, ofcourse, opposed to 
the opening. Col. J. J. McAlister of McAlis- 
ter, I. T., accompanied by Col. Fred B. 
Seevers and W. L. Austin, are here for that 
purpose. Austin is a white man with Indian 
rights, and is rich.

This 
action was taken in the interest of ‘Ohi o, 
the Northwestern road controlling the Elk 
horn Valley Line and working in the interest 
of Chicago. 


A Kick About Rates, 
POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., February 7-—There is 
a big kick here on freight and express rates. 
While the Southern Express Company had an 


office here, there was a very reasonable rate, 


but since that company was frozen out, the 
rates have been ateadily advancing. This 
winter they have taken a jump upwards that 
has raised a general howl. One gentleman says 
that boxes of lemons and oranges used to be 
laid dewn here for 65 cents, but now they 
charge $1.15. Another says he was charged 
more onabillof lumber, shipped only four 
miles, than the lumber cost. The Gould 
roads are surely cutting their own throats by 
this system, for it will drive our people into 
doing something to secure new roads.

BIGGER THAN BLAINE. 


EDITOR MEDILL’S ESTIMATE OF THE RE- 
PUBLICAN PARTY. - 


A Hard Rap at the Protectionists—The Ek. 
fect of Former Reductions of the Tariff 
—Probable Policy ot the Republican 
Party—Blaine’s Candidacy—An Interest- 
ing Interview With the Chicago Editer, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTCH. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 7.—Mr. 
Joseph Medill, editor of the Chicago Tribuné, 
who has been in Jacksonville for some days, 
was asked to give his views upon the tariff 
policy outlined in President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage, Mr. Medill replied: 1 don’t consider 
my position as in the least antagonistic tothe 
policy of the Republican party. You will 
please remember that the greatest reduction 
in the tariff was made in 1857, when the Re- 
publicans had control of the national House 
and the leaders of that party had time and 
again advocated a reform in this direction. 
When a reduction of the tariff was pro- 
posed, the same old arguments were 
used against it which we hear so frequently 
to-day. It was alleged that this measure would 
open the field to foreign competition in our 
manufactures; that our mills and factories 
would be forced to shut down; that the opera- 
tives would be driven to farming in order to 
earn a living; and that as a consequence by 
an overproduction of farm products the 
prices of these would be reduced and the in- 
dustry thus paralyzed. Well, the bill passed. 
It reduced the import tax to about 19 per cent 
—the nearest this country has ever come to a 
free-trade basis. 

What was the result? There was naturally 
a reduction of a few millions in the Treasury 
surplus, but the mills kept on manufacturing 
goods and selling them; there was no per- 
ceptible increase in the importation of foreign 
products over what might be reasonably ex- 
pected from the growth of the country; there 
was no fleeing of city mechanics into the 
country, and at harvest time it was just as 
difficult to obtain extra hands asit bad been 
previously. The products of the farm brought 
justas good prices as before. There was a 
slight reduction, of course, in the price of 


manufactured goods, and every man’s dollar 
had an equal purchasing power. 
WE WERE GROWING RICHER 

and prosperous despite the depressing influ- 
ence of a financial panic about that time, due 
entirely to causes wholly foreign to the tariff. 
The increase in the tariff was a war tax di- 
rectty on the people to pay for the war and the 
preservation of the Union. Nobody claimed 
that it was for a protection of our home indus- 
tries. Time and again — that period 1 
have beard men argue for this increase before 
the Ways and Means Committee, and always 
with the promise that when the war was over 
and the finances of the country restored to 
their normal condition this tax upon the peo- 

le should be remitted. You can therefore 
magine how inconsistent these hoary-headed 
legislators sppear, when they rise up to-day 
and oppose a reduction of the tariff as dan- 
gerous to American manufactures. They are 
going squarely back upon their pledges then 
made in the name of the Republican party. 

I suppose you refer to Senator Hoar,’’ in- 
terjected the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent. 

Les; [refer to Edmunds and Morrill and 
Jobn Sherman and ‘Pig-iron’ Kelly and Sam 
Randall and all those men, who promised so 
fairly, but who, now that the war exigency is 
twenty years behind us, persist in levying 
taxes upon the people under the cloak of 
protection. 

What do you regard as the probable policy 
of the Republican party with reference to the 
tariff in the next campaign?“ 

„Much, I think, will depend upon the tariff 
legislation of the present Congress. If it 

asses a good bill reducing the revenue upon 

mports wisely in those particulars where ex- 
perience shows the greatest relief will be af- 
forded, Western Republicans can hardly face 
their constituents with no opposition to tariff 
reform, and their attitude will bave much to 
do with shaping the policy of the whole 
party.’’ 

BLAINE’S CANDIDACY. 

„What of Mr. Blaine and his candidacy?’’ 
Would not the latter mean a committal of the 
party to high protection?’’ 

‘‘Hardly. If Mr. Blaine is nominated he 
willhave to go into the candidacy for the 
Presidency upon whatever platform his party 
has framed for him. The platform anc the 
candidate will both be governed by the exi- 
gencies of the occasion as they arise.’’ 

J understand then, that you consider the 
Republican party ‘a bigger man than Biaine,’ 
so to speak. 

„Most assurediy. Men are governed largely 
by circumstances in politics as in everything 
else. Mr. Blaine was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, the hot-bed of protection. The 
— — atmosphere of Maine which he has 

een breathing for the last quarter of a century 
is impregnated with the same fallacies. Had 
he been born and reared in the — 2 
atmosphere of the Northern Mississippi Val - 
ley his ideas would be vastly different.

THE TERRITORIAL COURT. 


Judge Parker of Fort Smith, Ark., Opposed 
to the Senate Bill, 


Fort SmirH, Ark., February 7.—I. O. Parks 
ker, presiding judge ofthe United States Dis- 
trict Court, has announced his opposition to 
the bill before Congress to establish a court in 
the Indian Territory, and desires to have the 
matters pertaining to this subject more fully 
investigated before it is acted upon. He 
cites that though there are more 
Indians than white men in the 
Territory, yet seven out of ten 
men brought in from the territory and tried 
in his court are sent to the penitentiary, and 
search of the records demonstrates that this 
proportion is white, and that they will, under 
the Senate bill, be the ones 1 to form 
juries in the territory, The Judge fears that 
with so large a criminal element among the 
whites, from whom juries must be drawn, 
Indians will be unfairly condemned, while 
white men willescape punishment. The lead- 
ing lawyers and court efficiais have expressed 
similar opinions.

BEFORE JUDGE CAD. 


A Bad Negro Gets a Severe Punishment— 
Other Cases Disposed Of. 


Thomas E. Lindley, the negro who gave the 
police such a tussle at Beaumont and Market 
streets last evening, was before Judge Cady 
this morning on three charges—drunk on the 
street, carrying concealed weapons and ro- 
sisting an officer.

This morning 
Judge Cady fined him & for the drunk, $60 for 
carrying concealed weapons and $60 for re- 
sisting an officer, which will keep the negro 
on the rock pile for some time to come. 

Walter J. Roetler, a very respecteble-look- 
ing man, Who was given an excellent reputa- 
tion by his neighbors and acquaintances, was 
before the court on acharge of disturbing the 
peace. It appears that on Saturday night, 
January 21, he and some friends were coasting 
down Lam street, and as they were coming 
up the hill he grabbed the heads ef 
the team in a Gravois car which 
came along It was supposed that 
the crowd intended robbing the car, 
and Officer Dugge and four other men who 
were passengers jumped out and attacked 
them. In some manner Roetler received 
injuries which necessitated his removal to the 
City Hospital, whither he was taken in an 
unconscious condition. Before being knocked 
out, however, he made quite a fight. At the 
trial to-day he stated that he had been drink- 
ing, and knew nothing of what had occurred.

WON'T STOP A WATCH. 


WHY SOME PASSENGERS REFUSE TO RIDE 
ON THE NEW ELEOCTRIO CAR. 


Merning—The New Coach Making Res- 
ular Trips Te-Day—Interesting Facts 
About the Magnetization of Watches. 


The Lindell Company’s Julien—Brush car on 
the Washington avenue line has hardly 
ceased to be a novelty, though it now makes 
its daily quota of trips between Grand avenue 
and Third street, and passengers who have 
some leisure at command await the advent ot 
the vehicle before going down town. Its seats 
are generally crowded, but mere weight seems 
to have but little effect on ite locomotion, 
the speed never siackening whether 
bowling along the levels of the 
east end or climbing the ugly grade just west 
of Grand avenue. There is one class of peo- 
ple, however, who have not been educated up 
to the new-fangied method of rapid transit, 
and that is those who indiscriminately devour 
everything in print concerning the magueti - 
gation of watches, without the precaution of 
first learning if the account is universally 
applicable. It wasone of these who, in the 
hearing of a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter, was 
halled from the Lindell motor by Secretary 
Baumhof of the company with an invitation to 
jump on and see the wheels go round.“ 

TOO SMART FOR THAT. 

Ride on that car; not much, came back 
the answer from the wary citizen addressed, 
who by the way was opposed to cable con- 
struction on the strength of its possible depre- 
ciation ot residence property along the route. 
„I've heard too much about those motors, 
he continued, as the cars sped by, and my 
watch is entirely too handsome to have it 
spoiled by letting that battery magnetize it.’’

You see, there is no amo on board 
the batteries being charged at the stables, and 
this being the case, no time-piece, however 
delicately constructed, can become — 2 
netized. have read reports describ- 
how the watches of every 
passenger on board an electric motor stopped 
short like the traditional clock in the song, 
and while such a happening might apply 
some system where the dynamo is brought 
into closer contact with passengers, it isa 
physical impossibility with the Julles—Brush 
combination.’’ 

MAGNETIZATION OF TIME-PIECES. 

It was not very long ago that people scoffed 
at the idea of watches being magnetized at all, 
but now thatthe mysterious influence is gen- 
erally recognized, a dozen schemes have n 
formulated by inventive brains to counteract 
the effect. The anti-magnetic shield is per- 
haps the most widely known contrivance of 
this nature, but the manufacturers of watches 
who want something thatis a portion of the 
mechanism proper until recently thought 
they had found it ina hair-spring and balance- 
wheel made of palladiom, this metal not 
being capable of magnetization. Referring to 
this yesterday, Mr. A. G. Wiseman, in- 
spector of watches the Mobile & 
Ohio Railway, said: ‘‘T have made 
several tests with watches constructed in this 
manner, and when I applied them to a dyna- 
mo theyinvariably ceased running. After - 
wards, however, they would keep correct 
time, showing that but little more was wanted 
to solve the puzzie and counteract the subtle 
influence at work. This can in all probability 
be accomplished by making the anchor of the 
watch of palladium, as well as the hair-sprin 
and balance wheel. The other parts being o 
brass, the escapement would thus be protected 
and the danger from magnetization effectually 


obviated.’’ 
TESTING THE WATCHES. 


It is understood that a movement is on foot 
among the raiiroadscentering in this city to 
place the watches of their conductors under 
the supervision of Prof. H. 8. Pritchett’s 
time-service corps at Washington University. 
On thestrength of this a New England watch 
manufacturing firm, which claims to have ob- 
tained the control of the anti-magnetic es- 
capement idea, has sent an agent to St. Louis 
supplied with movements whose feature is the 
palladium balance-wheel, hair-spring and 
anchor, andifthe patent is demonstrated to 
be a success, the chances are that it will be 
adopted and that the University will in the 
near future be responsibie for the accurate 
time kept by the watches of conductors on St. 
Louis railroad trains.

Legal Fictions. 


Judge Thayer, District-Attorney Bashaw, 
Assistant District-Attorney Hateh, Olerk Mor- 
gan, Crier Walbridge, Messenger Haid and five 
balliffs were present in the United States Dis- 
trict Court this morning to try Charles Har- 
graves, charged with selling liquor without 
license.

CURIOUS, INDEED. 


A So-Called „Green Goods’’ Dealer Sues a 
Police Official for Damages. 


Ry Telegraph to the P OsT-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, February 7,—Papers were served 
on John 8. Harriott, the clerk of the Police 
Department yesterday in a suit brought by 
William Rogers, the young green-goods man 
who swindled Asbury H. Perkins, the South 
Carolina planter, deacon and County Com- 
missioner, to recover from the property clerk 
the proceeds of that swindle and $100 damages 


besides. 
Perkins, it will be remembered, came to this 


city from his home in Lancaster on January 
2%, with the intention of i $10,000 
worth of counterfeit money. ie was 
walking down Broadway with Rogers when 
Detectives McCloskey and Mulholland caught 
sight of the pair and tracked them to Earle’s 
Hotel, where they separated. Next morning 
Rogers returned tothe hotel and the bargain 
was closed. Just as the pair were leaving 
Perkins, with his bag of ‘‘green goods’’ and 
Rogers with the #400 which the rustic had paid 
for them, the detectives pounced upon them 
and took them before Inspector Byrnes, who 
on opening the satchel, found $35 in good 
„bills and four wads of beautiful light - 
green book paper. When Mr. Perkins 
saw that he had been sold he was in- 
dignant, and became more so when he was 
locked up as a witness against Rogers. The 
following morning the pair were taken to the 
Tombs, where Perkins made a complaint. 
Howe and Hummel]! appeared for Rogers, and 
after one adjournment the case was dismissed 
and the gray-haired rascal, who had traveled 
all the way from South Carolina to procure the 
means of swindling his confiding neighbors, 
was given a seathing lecture on the evil of his 
doings by the presiding juitice. 

When Rogers was arrested he had $745 in his 

ossession, and upon his being discharged 

45 was returned to him and the Poice Justice 
instructed the — wired clerk to take charge of 
the $400 which Farmer Perkins had paid him. 
Perkins’ lawyer made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to regain possession of it, and finally 
Farmer Perkins grew weary and left for home 
without the capital with which he had In- 
tended embarking Inthe business of passing 
counterfeit money. Itisto recover this, to- 
gether with $100 which he claims as damages 
caused by Mr. Harriott’s withholding the 
money that Rogers brings suit. 

Clerk Harriott has turned the — 1 over to 
the Police Commissioners, who will hand them 
to Corporation Gounsel Beekman. 
make Deacon Perkins a party to the suit in 
orderto prove whe is the rightful owner. 
Thus the legal status of ‘‘green goods’’ tran- 
sactions may be passed upon by the higher 
courts. Mr. Harriott says that if the trade 
was a legitimate one, Rogers is entitled to the 
$400, but as Deacon Perkins paid $400 for 
$10,000 in counterfeit bilis, and only received 
$35 in cash and the bundles of paper, he claims 
that Perkins is entitled to $355. Mr. Harriott 
adds with much feeling: It has been the 
general belief thatthe countryman who sur- 
renders good money for the ackages of 
worthless paper is the only sufferer in the 
transaction. This isa mistake, as this novel 
suit shows that I also am a sufferer.’’

HE REMAINS DEAD. 


A Chinaman’s Dead Body Held in Expecta- 
tion of His Resurrection. 


Boston, Mass., February 7.—The body of 
Hop Lung Sing, a Chinese laundryman, isina 
coffin at Tinkham’s undertaking shop await- 
ing resurrection. The time for him to get up 
out of his coffin and walk, according to two of 
his countrymen, expired yesterday, but he 
has not arisen.

With the 
blood which flowed from their necks, the 
Chinamen smeared the face and breast of the 
dead man, allthe time murmuring some in- 
cantation of their own language and burnin 
incense, They did other strange things wit 
the body and left, assuring Mr. Tinkham that 
Hop Lung Sing would come to life in five days 
from that time.

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JOHNSON’S REPLY. 


The Champion Sprinter Answers Serious 
Charges Against American Runners. 


The Post-DISrPaATCH to-day received a letter 
from Mr. Harry M. Johnson, the champion 
sprinter of the world, in which he severely 
criticises an article printed in the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat some days ago. Among other things, the 
article in question mentioned the purity of run- 
ning sport in England, and charged Johnson 
and others with being ‘‘jobbers’’ and thieves. 


It ended by saying that the public would be 
compelled to turn to amateur sport for hon- 
esty. It quotes the fact that books are made 
on the Sheffield handicap, and says that such 
athing would beimpossible in this country. 
To support its position it adduces the fact that 
American sprinters run under assumed names. 
Here is Mr. Johnson’s reply: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Afew days ago I wrote a letter to a promi- 
nent amateur athlete of your city regarding a 
professional handicap which he told me he 
thought of promoting in St. Louis, and in re- 
ply he sent me a clipping from the Globe- Dem- 
ocrat.Now,I beg of you to allow me space to de- 
fend myself as well as some of the profession. 
True itis American sprinters run under as- 
sumed names. Englishmen do the same; take 
Volkes, Gibson, Broadbent and many others. 
In handicap it is different. A man 
has to run under his own colors or be 
disqualified. They have handicaps in 
Philadelphia, offer the same prizes, 
as in Sheffield, but of course the betting is 
much heavier in England than America. Who 
does the dishonest work in Philadelphia? It is 
not the sprinters, but it is the promoters of 
the sport. To save their prizes they put in 
ringers, place them on atop mark, and a man 
who goes to Philadelphia to run for what he is 
worth is robbed. How could fifty runners 
divide a purse? What would there be to di- 
vide? If there was book-making, who would 
trust the book-maker? The writer of the 
above clipping must be crazy, and I consider 
ita very poor plan to encourage amateur sport 
by tiying to degrade professionals. I have 
never ran a dishonest racein my life and am 
always ready to run for the money, but no one 
will accept a challenge Ioffer, therefore I have 
to go under another name and get what races 
Jean. The man Irun sees me and says he 
willrun and he asks no questions or names. 
Then must I go tell him my name is H. u. 
Johnson and that I can beat anybody? How 
would I live it I did that? There is surely 
nothing dishonest about it. I never sneaked 
in towns like a thief, and consider myself 
a little more honest than the writer of 
that article in the © Globe-Democrat. 
He furthermore says sprinting in England is 
honestly conducted; it may be for all he 
knows. He knews what he reads and nothing 
else. Was be ever there? I went to England 
won a Sheffield handicap and was approached 
by a dozen book-makers to lose therace and 
they would pay me well. When I would not 
do that ISay the colored runner was paid to 
foul me He did andI won that heat by one 
foot. Besides this, the handicaps are given 
by a company and every member of that 
company is the supporter of three to 
four of the runners. They do the handi- 
capping and when an outsider gets 
in and wins, he has got to be awfully fast, and 
they have a fast man on a top mark, and when 
any Americans go over, he is slipped and

ngland and degrade his own country. In my 
final heat in England I was done up by a 
misfire and then had to run it over again, but 
they wanted to have it fixed to have the money 
divided and not run over, but I persisted and 
won it again. Another thing. English runners 
put leads in their shoes so as not to run fast so 
they will get a bigger start next time. At 
amateur meetings land they 
bet just the same as professionals 
do, but it is not done in stakes or public book- 
making with the runners themselves but the 
runners’ friends bet for them. In New York 
City amateurs often lose runs they can win, 
ust so when big prizes are given he can ran 
through and win them. They are not se slow 
themselves. You see they have their heads 
about them. Now, let me say right here, I 
defy the Globe-Democrat reporter to name one 
crooked runleverran. He cannot de it. I 
have come out in my true colors,got all my re- 
cords at amateur meetings, most of them, and 
never accepted a dollar for it, except in Cleve- 
land and St. Louis.

WHAT REAL C@LD IS. 


A CANUCK WHO WAS NEARLY FROZEN TO 
DEATH IN DAKOTA. 


Canadians, Who Never Stay In-Doers in 
Their Own Cold Climate, Cannot Get Out 
of Doors During a Northwestern Winter 
—Why Winters in the Northwest Are So 
Terrible and So Fatal—The Picturesque 
Scenes Made by the Ice in the Bay of 
Fundy. 


‘Jules La Pierre of Quebec passed through 
the city yesterday on his way to Kansas. 1 
have spent the last three weeks in Minnesota 
and Dakota and learned what I never thought 
could be taught a Canadian, what real 
cold is. Our climate is severe 
enough, but cannot be compared with 
that of Dakota. While the themometer 
descends nearly aslowin Canada, it being no 
remarkable thing to see the mercury frozen, 
the suffering is not nearly as great, and the 
loss of life inconsiderable. I talked with a 
number of Canadians who have settied in the 
Northwest, and their universal testimony is 
that the fierce winds are the cause of the dif- 
ference between the climate of Dakota and 
that of Canada. Me. who never thought 
of staying in the house on account 
of the cold, tell me that for 
days they do not dare to leave the 
house and that every year they feel less able 
to endure exposure to the weather. The cli- 
mate of Canada drives people into the open 
air for exercise, and the consequence is that 
athletic sports flourish aa they doin no other 


art of the country, or indeed in the world, 

ut those most devoted to outdoor exercise 
tell me that they have to giveitup in Minne- 
sota, and only leave the house under protests 
and when actually obliged to do so. 

ICE THAT 18 ICE. 

„1 have noticed in the papers several ac- 
counts of the manner in which ice piles up in 
the Miesissippi,’’ Mr. La Pierre went on to 
say, ‘‘and of the amount of destruction it 
does. If the people here could only see the 
Bay of Fundy after a cold spell they never 
would conser that the river ice 
amounted to Anything at all. The tides in 
the Bay of Fundy are far higher than any- 
where else in the country, or, I believe, in the 
world. The bay is shaped like an abrupt fun- 
nel, narrowing from a width of many miles at 
the entrance to a few hundred yards at the 
end. The tidewater in its course up the 
estuary is crowded into a narrower and nar- 
rower space; the waves are piled on top of 
each other, and a tide that is four or five feet 
high along the open coast varies from fifty- 
five to sixty feet in the upper part of the bay. 
Of course, the force of the current in running 
out and in is tremendous, and boate 
cannot pretend to navigate the waters of the 
bay save at slack tide. The continual agita- 
tion of the water prevents the formation of 
any considerable body of ice in the bay itself, 
but after a severe spell of weather the ice 
from along shore is carried in by the tide, and 
the cakes, as they are carri up the bay, 
are crowded together, | one 
on top of the oth 
along with irresistible 
everything they strike. 
beautiful sights I ever beheld to watch the 
progress of the ice up the bay. To see it to 
the best advantage one should take his stand 
on the high, rocky cliffs near the head of the 
estnary at low tide. The water there is a nar- 
row thread about eighty feet below. As the 
tide rises, at first slowly, a few small cakes of 
ice drift up, but about two hours after the 
turn the water comes oP in @ * 
mass, bearing on its tops huge cakes an 
irregular blocks of ice, grinding and 
crushing together, large pieces shooting high 
into the air as they are struck by heavier 
fragments borne forward by the advancing 
flood, and the whole making aroar that can 
be heard for miles. The water, when the tide 
is four hours high, is at ite greatest force, and 
mounts toward the spectator with almost 
miraculous rapidity. The whole Day is a 
scene of the wildest confusion, and is filled 
from one shore the other by 
a confused mass of fioe and  hum- 
mock ice. The ebb succeeds high tide 
almost immediately, and is in its way as im- 
pressive as the flow. The crowding together 
of the cakes of ice is not seen, as the bay rap- 
idly widens, but when the ebb is fairly under 
way the water rushes out with the speed of an 
express train, carrying the ice with it, hien 
appears to shoot toward the sea as-if dis- 
charged from a piece of artillery. In five 
hours nearly alltheice has passed out and a 
dark chasm takes the place of a raging mass 
of water. Ido not belleve that sucha sight 
can be witnessed anywhere else in the worid, 
and in its way it is almost as impressive as 
Niagara and well worth a journey to see.
